B.C. Electric today replied to 
the B.C, Power Commission's 
claim -for cheaper rates with a 
statement of “average” charges 
showing more favorable rates 
for BCE customers. 

B.C. Power general manager 
H.L. Briggs had told the Union 
of B.C. Municipalities conven- 
tion in Nanaimo that the major- 
ity of BCPC's customers paid 
less than Victoria customers of 
BCE. 

W. C. Mearns, BCE vice-presi- 
dent on the Island, said Mr. 
Briggs’ remarks had been re- 
ported “in a manner which 
could leave the impression that 
there is an extensive differen- 
tial between BC. Electric and 


B.C, Power Commission rates.” 

He listed these charges as 
“average” per kilowatt hour for 
BCE customers: Residential 2.1 
cents; commercial, 28 cents; 
power, .987 cents. 

Comparable BCPC rates, he 
said were: Residential, 2.4 
cents; commercial, 28 cents; 
Power, 18 cents. 

- “Mr. Briggs is quoted,” said 
Mr. Mearns, “as reporting his 
own bill in Victoria, using 300 
killowat hours for the purpose. 
His consumption, however, is 
considerably more than 300.
